ganizing for a plebiscite on the 
Hospital question, and will con 
tinue until reoresentatives to 
the Hospital Board are elected 
it the plebiscite carries. 

The Committee has worked 
unceasingly for several months

that prospects were very favor 
able for a. successful district 
being organized here and a good

This yenr housewives must estimate in advance the amount of sugar required for canning 
and jam-making, so that arrangements may be made to provide and distribute the 
necessary supplies. Applications must be sent in to your Local Ration Board by April 
15th. Use the application in your new Ration Book for this purpose. 

Canning sugar will be allowed for all fresh fruits, including citron and wild fruits. 
Marrow, tomatoes and pumpkins are considered as vegetables and no canning sugar 
will be allowed for them. 


JAM or JELLY MAKING 

Allow IV, 2 lbs. of sugar for 
each quart of jam or jelly . 

Most people use jars of various 
shu|>cs and si 7 .es. 'Fake a mini- 
ber of the jars you usually use and 
1 see how many cupfuls of water 
i| they hold. Four (4) cups make 
|j 1 a quart. In this way you will 
' he able to estimate the number 
of quarts of jam or jelly your 
jars will hold. Then allow U /2 
lbs. of sugar per quart for your 
requirements. For example, for 
8 quarts of jam or jelly, you will 
require 1$ lbs. of sugar. 

F»tiimilcs ba^t d on these methods are within the canning sugar 
ration, and the amounts are satisfactory for wartime canning and 
jam and Jelly muking. as proven by test in the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture experimental kitchens.
